RETROSPECT OF 1876, 


sik, Tae past year has been an 
eventfal one in this branch of oar trade. 
‘The change in the position and value of 
silk, caused by the failare of the 
Earopean crops, has heen as great as it 
was unexpected ; and China silk, after 
years of loss, has at last yielded hand- 
Some profits to exporters. 

‘The beginning of the year found all 
markets for raw silk in a state of 
depression and discouragement, which 
had then lasted without interruption for 
more than three yea For the first 
five months, there were no signs of 
improvement, and althongh statisties 
showed that the silk consumption of 
the world was steadily increasing under 
the stimalus of low prices, yet the 
larger demand seemed only snflicient to 
balance the progressive increase of sup- 
plies. Prices, so far from advancing, 
continued slowly to decline on markets 
wholly devoid of speculation and almost 

















that chop had ever been sold. Four 
months later, the same chop was sold 
on the same market at 28s—only 1s. 
below the highest price paid during the 
speculative advance in the spring of 
1870. In October, there came a re- 
action, but only a slight one after so 
great arise. Prices fell about 4s., bat 
have since recovered and steadied at 
9s, below the highest point. 

The China markets have, as usual, 
closely followed those of consuming 
countries; with the exception, that in 
September prices here were pushed 
mach over the highest point touched in 
Europe, and unnecessary and consider 
able loss must have resulted to shippers 
daring that month. The chief cause of 
this we shall point out lateron, In tho 
end of September, Tis. 712} was paid 
for ihe Blue Elephant chop, which had, 
been worth on Ist Jan. Tls.'315, and on 
1st June Tis. 355. 

‘The first few months of the year call 
for little comment. The Tael cost of 
silk gradually advanced as Exchange 
declined, bat the flactuations were not 
important; and in May the season of 
1875-6 closed with a total export of 
70,000 bales v. 71,700 bales in the 
previons season. 

In the end of May, there were 
rumours of telegrams reporting some 
slight damage to the European silk 
crops, but little credit was given to 
these, and they had no material influence 
on the first prices paid for now silk. 
Our crop was expected to be about 
eqnal to those of the two previous 
seasons, and the weather having been 
very favourable, the silk was said to be 
of superior quality. ‘The first hurriedly 
reeled pareels scarcely confirmed this 
report, but later receipts showed a great 
improvement, and led to a general 
opinion, since confirmed from Harope, 
that the silk was of better quality than 
any exported for some years. 

This market ope: et quietly on the 
2nd Jane. Tael prices showed an ad- 
vance on the opening rates of the 
previous season of Tis. 30 a Tis. 35 for 
‘Tsatlees, and Tis. 5 @ Ts. 10 for most 
Taysnams. Exchange for six mouths’ 
credits being 5s, 33d. v. 5s, 104d., the 
laying-down cost of Tsatlees was about 
the same as before, while all Taysaams, 
except the finest Kahings, were about 
Is. cheaper.

A fortnight later, 
when the second crop here turned out a 
poor one, this estimate was reduced to 
55,000 bales. These causes of course 
Jed to purchases on a larger seale, as it 
became evident that tosecare a sufficient 
supply of raw material, the yarions 
consuming markets must compete with 
each other for China silk at higher 
yates. Before the end of June, an 
advance of 1s, @ 2s, was reported on the 
London market. Singulurly enongh, 
Lyons, althongh in a position to get 
earlier information about the silk crops, 
was slower to respond to the movement; 
but when it did so, a week or two later, 
its orders were on a much larger scale 
than those from London. 

The Shanghai market followed the 
upward course of prices, and by the 
end of June quotations were Tls. 50 a 
Tls. 55 above opening rates. July saw 
asteadily advancing market, until on 
the 29th of that month, a ring of 


foreign speculators, begin to bay 
Tnngely, and in a single week, prices 
rose Tis. 60 a Tis. 130 per pical, while 


Exchange advanced from 5s. 23d. a 
bs. 7d., thus increasing the lnying-down 
cost of Silk by 3s. 7s. per lb. This 
advance was too great and too sadden 
to he maintained, and prices relapsed 
considerably, but in the end of August 
they were Tis. 150 a 200 above opening 
rates, 

‘So far, the movement, with the ex- 
ception of a few excited purchases, had 
been characterised by great moderation 
on the part of the buyers in Shanghai, 
and the bulk of the Silk bought during 
Angust showed a fair margin on the 
i Sites current on European markets. 

lonsidering the excitement naturally, 
caused by so great a reaction from years 
of extreme depression, it is worthy of 
note that there was a general disposition 
here to stop short of the ig st point 
to which speculation might drive prices 
in Europo. 

But in September there was a change ; 
prices were foreed up in the most 
unnecessary way toa point which ren- 
dered sound business impossible, and 
which must have caused severe losses 
to exporters during that month. Tho 
chief catise of this was the unfortunate 
system adopted by some commission 
Houses in Lyons of sending small “ un- 
limited orders” for certain chops, to 
both French and English houses here. 
‘These orders came in unusual quantity 
in September, at a time when this 
market had been almost cleared of the 
most desirable silks, Their effect was 
to bring several buyers into the market 
at the same time for the same chop, 
and without the option of buying any- 
thing else. It repeatedly happened 
that two or three houses were bidding 
against each other, without limit as to 
price, for a chop of which only one 
parcel remained; the holder of this 
could exact what price be pleased, and 
thus the market was raised Tls. 50 or 
more in a day ona single small trans- 
action. 

It is to be hoped that the losses of 
last September will check this class of 
business, or that commission bayers 
here will agree not to hold themselves 
responsible for not buying for unlimited 
orders, if in their jadgment their so 
doing would unreasonably excite the 
market. This would not entail much 








loss of baying commission, as the 
gnantity ordered without limit on an 
excited market is almost always small, 
and these trifling orders are often sent 
merely as a bait for consignments. 

The extraordinary prices now estab- 
lished showed a total rise from opening 
rates of Tls. 300 @ 360 per picnl, or 
abont 100 per cent., and were the 
highest Tael quotations ever known in 
Shanghai. There had been consider- 
able speculation during this great ad- 
vance, both among foreigners and Chi- 
nese; results to the former had been 
uniformly profitable, but few of the 
latter were pradent enongh to sell ont 
in time, and many of them mast lose 
very heavily on the Silk which they 
bonght at this extreme point.

of Silk of course attracted every bale 
which could be bought in the country. 
Common and coarse Taysaam of all 
classes, Silk of previous seasons’ crops, 
Yellow and Wild Silk, were all poured 
intoShanghai. Chineseconsumption was 
curtailed to sapply the export demand, 
and it became evident that, instead of 
55,000 bales, the quantity’ to be sent 
forward must be fully 75,000 bales. 
Raw Haining Silk, which bad dis- 
appeared from our export for two years, 
began again to come to market, its 
value in Europe having increased by 
100 to 180 per cent. 

Notwithstanding the rapidity with 
which Silk was sent forward, arrivals 
from the country were on so great a 
scale that there were still 18,000 bales 
in stock here in the first days of 
October. ‘Then an abrupt stop was 
pat to baying by telegrams announein 
that the Enaropean markets ha 
collapsed, under the fear of war and 
the altered prospects of sapply. 

Daring the whole of October and 
November, bucivess was almost entirely 
suspended. In ihe closing month of 
the year, it has been resumed on a 
moderate scale at TIs. 100 to 180 below 
the prices of September. The year 
closes with the heavy stock of 20,000 
Dales unsold in Shanghai, and with 
apparently every prospect of a farther 
decline in prices.

It will be noticed that the proportionate 
nantities sent to England and to the 

‘ontinent of Europe do not vary 
materially, while the export to America 
shows a heavy falling-off. The Ameri- 
can Silk-dealers unfortunately sold a 
large part of their stock to London 
speculators early in the rise; and as 
the re-reeled Silks which they chiefly 
use do not come to market fora month 
or two after the opening of the season, 
they were compelled to pay a very 
heavy advance here to replenish their 
stock, and this hashad a most injuri 
effect on their trade. 

‘The results of the year to exporters 
have on the whole been very favonr- 
able. ‘The latest shipments of last 
mn, and those of the frst three 
months of the current season, say in 

10 bales, have paid profits of 
25 per cent. « 75 per ceut., against 
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which have to be placed small losses on 


about 10,000 bales shipped during the 
first thres months of the year, and 
more considerable loss on about 15,000 
bales bonght in September. Of the 


latest 7,000 bales, the result cannot yet 
be estimated, but it will probably be 
on the average a small loss.

‘The 
ridiculous charge moreover is prossed 
againat ‘vai, of disobeying the orders of 
the Court by refusing to produce the mon 
whom ho alleges were robbed in his house ; 
aa if the poor wretch wouldn’t be too 
glad to do #0 if he could reach them. ‘Th 
Chehsion knows perfectly well, as we pointed 
out some time ago, that the men hare 
gone away to their homes in other pro- 
vinees, far out of ‘Teni’s reach oven 
if he know their addresses. Tho ‘Taotai 
has not, we believe, yet ventured an 
opinion on the matter, and rather dreads the 
necessity for doing 80, Ho is believed to 
appreciate the merits of the ease, but to 
bo willing to screen the Chehsien if that 
can be arranged, 

It may interest some of our sporting 
readers to learn that a party of four gentle 
men have just returned from an up-coun- 
try trip; with the magnificent bag of 1,030 
head of game, tho result of 13 days’ shoot 
ing.

about two thirds in the aggregate.—The 
highest registered fall on record, for any 
one month in Shanghai, was in Juno 187: 
when it stood at 18.9, inches ; a igure 
atill below what is stated for the fall, in 
Hongkong, in August last, 

It is reported that the Rossian str. 
Batrak has been sold to the Chinese. 

We mentioned recently that the river 
mer Hanyang had beon placed in the 
hands of Messrs. Boyd & Co. for the purpose 
of lengthening her 40 ft.—This has 
successfully accomplished, aud the vessel 
was re-launched yesterday afternoon, 

We notice that the Hankwang has been 
withdrawn from the Ningpo line, and the 
Kiangse has it all her own way—running 
we presume on account of the O. Af S. N. 
Co. Freights aro put up, aud passonger 
fares restored to the old Strange to 
say the Chinese don’t seem to like th 
feature in their great purchase, and begiv 
not to think it quite 20 fine « thing as they 
did at the first announcement. 

Wo aro indebted to a passonger by the 
Tokio Muru for a graphic account of an 
accident to that vessel, from which she 
ams to have been rescued with great 
coolness and judgment by Captain Dunn, 
Very fortunately she struck the rocks at 
low water, and was got off on the flood by 
the judicious measures taken, 

‘The Golden State, from New York, 
reports having rescued the Captain and 
four members of the crow of the achoouer 
Ada W. Gould, which sho found dismasted 
and waterlogged on the 10th of September. 
The chief mate and a passenger by the 
schooner were drowned, aud the other 
members of the crew suffered greatly from 
hunger and exposure. 

‘The Russian corvette Haidamack, now 
iu port, is about to be re-masied. It 
appears that on the 18th of November 
last, whilst on a passage from Hongkong 
to Yokohama, she encountered a S.E. gale 
of unnsual violence, accompanied with a 
very turbulent sea, Her masts were 
carried away, and her supply of coal b 
coming exhausted it was only with great 
difficulty that she managed to reach Port 
Lloyd, Peel Istand—one of the Bonin 
Group. There she remained until the 
10th of December, on which day she 
‘led with temporary masts and wood 
fuel, for Kobe, arriving there about ten 








































































days later, After taking in coal she left 
for Nagasaki, whence she has come to 
this port. 

We have received, from the Customs 
Statistical Department, a list of the Chinese 
light-honses, light-zessels, buoys, and bea- 
cons, corrected to December, 1876, which 
shows that steady progress is being made 
under Mr. Heuderson’s management, in 
lighting and buoying the Cuast.

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THE SALE OF THE S. S. N. CO. 
Tue projected sale of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Co.’s property to the 
China Merchants’ Co, which has 
now been formally sanctioned by the 
shareholders, will almost entirely ex- 
tinguish the American flag on the coast 
and waters of China, It is only some 
twelve years ago that that flag held, in 
tho matter of steamers, the chief place, 
and that it seemed likely American 
interests in China would before long be 
paramount, ‘That year by year, Ameri- 
cau tonnage in Chinese waiers has been 
diminishing, must be attributed to some 
1 defect in the vessels, or the 
mothod of working; 
circumstances, though they might have 
determined the collapse of any parti- 
cular line, could scarcely have had a 
uniform effect over so many years and 
so many organisations. We need uot 
say that the matter affords us no cause 
for jubilation ; for to a great extent our 
interests are go far identical, that a 
blow dealt ab American trade in China 
equally burts English interests; and to 
a greater oxtent than inany other under- 
taking is this the case with the S.S.N. 
Co, “Although the company owed its 
origin to American enterprise, aided to 
a considerable oxtont with free Chinese 
capital, of Inte years it has assumed 
what might be celled a cosmopolitan 
character, with tho American flag 
rather as an accident than an essential. 
Now, Chineso capital which can 
scarcely be considered as free, is mado 
nso of to purchase up the old concern, 
with which most residents in Shanghai 
have been, during the torm of its 
continuance, moro or less intimately 
connected. Its ups and downs have 
hoon characteristic of the general course 
of affairs in China, Started shortly 
after Lord Elgin’s treaty, the promises 
held out of the development of trade 
led to a keen competition. Unfortu 
nately, these promises were not ful. 
filled. Scarcely bad the company’s 
steamers commenced to ran on the 
river, when the first blow was given 
by tho “Revised Regulations for Trade” 
which came into operation on the 
Ist Jauunry, 1868; and siuce that 
period there has been a gradual revival 
of the old burdens, and an introduction 
of new ones, which have gradually 
beon making the conduct of trade 
more unprofitable to all concerned, and 
whose immediate effects wo see in the 
passing from foreign hands on account 
of its unremunerative nature, of a large 
part, if not the largest part, of the 
carrying trade on the thitd great river in 
the world. ‘The history of the $.S.N. Co. 
will, in fact, remain as an example of 
what a Government can do to prevent 
development, aud how bad Jaws aud a 
selfish burenueracy ean reduee to a 
minimum the well-being of even so 
naturally rich a country as China. 
Nor can we conceive that foreign 
governments are blameless in this 
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matter of China’s degeneracy. The 
spirit which permitted the issue of tho 
“Revised Regulations” of 1863 has 
ever since been at work, so that it 
becomes difficult, amidst the maze 
of difficulties and exactions which 
mark our fiscal connection with 
China of to-day, to make out what 
is left of the plain and simple 
stipulations of the Treaty of Tientsin. 
When the River Yangisze was first 
opened to foreign trade, its banks were 
for a great part in the hands of the 
Taiping rebels, and the country was 
devastated and well nigh depopulated. 
The Taiping rebellion has been extinct 
for twelve and a half years; no dis- 
turbanco has occurred in the rich 
districts adjoining the River; and such 
of the people as survived have had 
the opportunity of :eturning to their 
homes. Under the circumstances, a 
large development of trade was na- 
turally looked forward to, but strange 
to relate it has never come. The cities 
are still in ruins; squalid poverty 
is still the characteristic of the 
peasants who have returned to till 
the lands of their forefathers. If we ask 
tho >-ason, the answer is not difficult to 
finé. Nominally open, the River Yang. 
ts”. sas been, since Ist Jan., 1863, prac 
ticaliy closed except at three special 
points along a length of 600 miles. It is 
no advantage to the peasant on the bank, 
that the stately ships which navigate 
the river, go by. His produce is as 
far from a market as ever, and indeed 
we are justified in saying—from all we 
can learn from native sonrces—farther 
than ever. All the means for the 
attainment of wealth are there, but 
between him and wealth, or even com- 
fort, steps in the inexorable law of 
China—“Thou shalt not carry thy 
goods to a market ; for if thou dost, on 
the day that thou carryest them, thou 
shalt be fleeced, thou and thy son and 
thy danghter, to the last cash that thou 
possessest.” Hence arises the curious 
fact that, instead of traffic in. 
creasing, and low rates stimulating 
the transport of produce,—practically, 
except in one or two staples like 
cotton, the carriage of which could 
scarcely be stopped, the native trade 
derives scarcely any benefit from the 
opening of the river. It is under such 
circumstances that the existence of the 
S.S.N. Co. terminates. It has made a 
hard fight, hes been guilty of some 
errors, and tas had more vicissi- 
tndes than usaally happon to a public 
company. Still, the career of the 
company has been but a reflection of 
that of the mercantile body in China, 
which, Inred on by false hopes of 
freedom, has found, on the contrary, its 
fetters made stronger year by year. 
In such a state of affairs, only the very 
strongest can survive. For a time 
the tide seemed unfavourable, especially 
to British interests; but the remark. 
able advances in steam navigation in 
England have just enabled them to keep 
abreast of increased difficulties in China. 
‘The Americans vere a little later in the 











field, in taking advantage of mode: 
improvemenis, and have been the 
to succumb, Tho shackles, howeve:: 
still remain, and till they are loosed, 
there seems little hope that trade can 
increase and fonrish in China as it 
should do.

We have heard the sale of the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company commented 
on, as though it implied a plain retro: 
cession of foreign before Chinese 
enterprise—a confession of inability to 
compete in the open field of commerce, 
which is to herald a similar retrocession 
in other respects until the foreigner is 
driven to retire from the field. Tho 
inference seems to us as far-fetched 
as the suggestion which has been elso 
made, that the Chinese will bye-and- 
bye assert an exclusive right to 
inland and coast navigatior. Several 
causes have combined to make the 
position of the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company such its 
sale is wise policy; just as its 
purchase seems wise to the Chinese. 
But the reason we are now concerned 
with, is one very different from that of 
failure to hold its own in fair com. 
petition. The competition of the Chi- 
nese Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company is notoriously unfair, in a 
commercial point of view. We are not 
going to enter, here, into the argument 
whether that competition is patrioti- 
cally just; whether Li Hung-chang 
deserves credit asa Chinaman for trying 
to reserve Chineso traffic for the Chinese 
flag, or blame as a statesman for the 
economic blunders which he is making 
in the effort. The fact, however, roe 
mains that foreign steamers are handi- 
capped in the competition so heavily 
that it is surprising they hold their 
own go successiully as they have done. 
‘Phey have tu Sight against en association 
supported not only by a heavy subsidy, 
but by devices such as were disclosed at 
‘Tientsin last year, which make it more 
comfortable for both passengers and 
shippers of cargo to patronise the native 
line Withdrawal in face of such op- 
position is not a consequence of defeat 
by superior commercial shrewdness ; 
it is simply to admit the fact that 
private individuals cannot eternally oon 
tend against the resources of a Govern. 
ment. The Chinese are making a gross 
financial blunder in pursuing the course 
they are doing, and will probably dis. 
cover their error. But it is very 
obvious that, so long as not only regular 
but irregular subsidies aro at the dis 
posel of the Chinese Merchants’ steamers, 
and things are made easy for shippers 
and passengers by that line, and made 
difficult for those who would prefer the 
foreign vessels, the chance of the latter 
js small, Ibis a question of endurance; 
but if- the game turn out to be, 
as it very likely may do: “one down 
and anviber come on,” tho solution 
will prove an expensive one for the 
Chinese, with a very uncertain answer, 
Somebody will be found, some day, 
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who will object to such a waste of 
money as is involved in the present 
system, and will succeed in making 
himself heard. 

‘Money, however, will not extinguish 
treaties; and we commend to the atten- 
tion of those who talk of the legal exclu- 
sion of foreign vessels from the coasts 
and rivers of China, a perusal of the 
existing treaties. These restrict even 
the surreptitious support which the 
Government can give to the Chinese 
Merchants’ steamers, and will very 
certainly prevent any such idea as 
the closure of the coast trade being 
carried into effect. Of course, the day 
may come when China will fancy her- 

_solf strong enough to tear up the 
treaties, and challenge Foreiguers to 
enforce them; but iu the meantime, 
fourteen ports on the coast, and five 
onthe Yangtsze,—to say nothing of 
the calling places, are declared open by 
these treaties ; and the Chinese Govern- 
mont cannot exclude foreign merchants 
or foreign-ships unless by beating them 
in: fair competition, or by the costly 
process it is now. adopting and to:the 
economic error of which it will some 
day awaken. 





THE GLACIAL THEORY. 
As wo pointed out some short time ago, 
~one,,.of, tho. results,of the Inte Arctic 
Expedition ig likely to, be an, alteration 
cin-the received opinions respecting the 
‘immobility, of the earth's axis, and the 
n@onsequent .theories as to the supposed 
ieglacial, epoch. ; It ,is notewortby, that 
isthe received . glacial theories hare been 
‘ all,elaborated in.one hemisphere of the 
“World, while,the other has, either re- 
mained . unexplored, or been passed 
over in.silence. The most extreme 
. theories of the extent of the ice of the 
| presumed glacial epoch have reached 
_Rs,from America, about 90° west longi- 
ude, while the area in Asia on the 
| opposite.of the pole has remained almost 
unexplored. Now it is noteworthy that 
in China and Japan, as far north as 
"40° Iatitude at, least, there is not only 
{no ign, of glacial action even on the 
highest of. the mountains, but there 
exists proof in the peculiar character 
of the hills that they bave not, for 
enormous geological periods, been sub- 
jected to glacial action. Water ad 
ico .aré essentially different in their 
“action upon such masses. ‘To borrow 
‘an illustration from quaint book 
‘oalled “Frost and Fire,” water pro- 
‘duces (\V) valleys and (A ) hills; 
“while ico rounds off the angles 
and produces forms thus «>, 


Water working after ice produces 
again Y shapes, and these two latter 
. are characteristic forms in Northern 
Europe. and all countries where ice 
has prevailed. The first, as may be 
- noticed by any one who has rambled, 
: for instanee, about Snowy Valley, is as 
characteristic of China and Japan. 
Facts as to the distribution of animals 
are now beginning to hold an important 
place, in all geological theories, and 
«those facts.in Siberia tond to prove that 
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the climate of Eastern Asia has been 
undergoing @ reduction in temperature, 
while Europe and America have been 
growing more heated. The story of 
the mammoth and rhinoceros tichor- 
hines of Siberia is well known, yet no 
adequate explanation of the disappear- 
ance of those large mammals has as yet 
been given. ‘True, they seem to have 
survived till the country became 
frozen, and they were well adapied 
to stand alternations of temperature. 
It was, therefore, in all probability 
not the immediate effects of the 
change of temperature that produced 
their extinction. On the other hand, 
we are tolerably safe in the assertion 
that they were not exterminated by 
man, as we have no record of the 
population of Siberia baving at any 
time been’ sufficiently dense or 
sufficiently civilised to interfere much 
with the native animals, We are, 
therefore, forced to believe that want 
of provender, the  effect—though, 
possibly, ouly after a long series of 
years—of the reduction in temperature, 
was the real cause of their extinction, 

Now, itis noteworthy that the elephant 
and rhinoceros, whieh ages ago became 
extinct in Siberia, survived in North. 
China certainly till B.C. 600. In 605, 
an army of Sang, iu the present Honan, 
having’ attacked the state of Ch'ing, 
were, by the fault of their general, dis- 
gracefully defeated. ‘They threw away 
their armour of rhinoceros hide, aud 
made the best of their way back to 
theirhomes. When the general returned, 
he was saluted with ballads referring 
to his conduct, and thinking to turn 
the matter off, took some of the people 
into bis chariot to tell them that 
there were still enough of rhinoceros 











left to make suits of armour. “True,” 
said the man, “we have the rhinoceroses, 
but where is the red varnish (i.e, the 





pluck) for the conts?” ‘The tribute of 
Yi speaks of King (now Hukwang) 
sending tribute of rhinoceros bide and 
ivory ; and Mencius tells us how Chow- 
kung, amongst his other works, cleared 
the state of Ju, in Shantung, of 
tigers and leopards, elephants, and 
rhinoceroses. Again, B. C. 686, we find 
the Yellow River roughly mentioned as 
tho limit of the wanderings of the 
rhinoceros. Duke Wan, of Tsin, whose 
wanderings form one of the stock 
stories of Chinese tradition, was en- 
terlained by T’soo, another name for 
King, or Hukwang. The Prince of the 
latter asked how he would requite bim 
in case of his restoration. “Women, 
gems, and silk, your lordship has. 
Feathers, hair, ivory, and rhinoceros 
hides are all produced in your lordship's 
country; those of them that come to 
Tsin are but your superabundance.” 
Sub-fossil teeth of a species of rhinoceros 
closely approaching the tichorhinus; are 
commouly met with in the m 
shops of China. So that it %s not 
improbable that the last home of this 
animal was in the Middle Kingdom. 
Some other curions facts in 
connection with the distribution of 
animals go to prove that China and 

















Japan can have passed through no 
glacial epoch. The genus macacus 
amongst moukeys has generally been 
supposed to reach its northern limit in 
the island of Nippon, in Japan, nearly 
40° north of the equator. Here it resides 
in a comparatively temperate climate. 
In Chibli, near the Mansolea of the 
Emperors, N. Lat. 40°, oceurs another 
species, which has continued to main. 
tain its existence through the intem- 
perate winters of that region, though 
now almost extinct. Another case of 
survival is to be noticed in the 
strange tailed deer of the Abbé David, 
an animal adapted for existence in 
broad marshes, and which has been 
preserved in the huuting parks of the 
Emperors, near Peking. In a less 
degree, the range of the tiger, far North 
into Siberia aud Manchuria, seems to 
point to the existence at one time of a 
milder climate. Turning now from the 
lower animals to man, the samo rate 
of migration from North towards 
the South, seems to hold good. 
The plains North of the Altai moun- 

ins have long been recognized as the 
inal seats of the Turkish tribes, 
whose appearance in more temperato 
latitudes has taken placo within his. 
toric times. Ic is dificult to conceive 
how so numerous a native race has 
found sustenance in thesearid and frosty 
regions; and the naturel explanation 
seems to bo that their gradual re- 
frigeration led to their becoming unin. 
habitable, and forced the emigration of 
their original inbabitauts. The Turks 
can never have been expelled by foree 
of aris, for uo race powerful enough 
to make any impression on them 
existed bebind them, and thero does 
not seem to be an instance in history 
of a race causelessly breaking up from 
its native soil and pouring over un- 
known regions. Tho same motive 
probably impelled the southern move. 
ment of the Huus, If, then, there is. 
reason to believe that Asia at one and 
the same period was warmer than at 
present, while America was colder, 
we must seek for some other ox- 
planation than a glacial theory ; 
aud this explanation “seems most 
naturally to fall in with a progres- 
sive motion of the North Pole. If, 
during the so-called glucial epoch, the 
North Pole were situated in what is 
now North America, Northern Europe 
might be nearer to it than at present, 
while Northern Asia would enjoy a tem- 
perate climate. Such a change would 
account for the series of successive 
coal fields extending from Melville 
Island to Japan, and which are marked 
by avery similar flora; and here again 
curious analogies crop up. One of our 
North-China trees, the Salisburia, ia now 
the sole surviving species of a genus 
which flourished in Nova Zembla in 
the later tertiary period. Geological 
theories have been too often founded 
on an examination of bat a narrow 
zone of the earth’s surface, and in no 
respect is this more noticeable than in 
the varions theories: regarding the 
glacial epoch.

XANGCHOW. 

The Sinpao says :—The atarving popula- 
tion at Yangchow now amounts to ab 
hundred thousand souls, and peop! 
coming in daily. ‘The famine regulation 
this place are very completo ; theman darins 
do uot embezzlo the money that ia pro- 
vided, and the people do not grudge 
assistance. The higher and lower class 
are entirely in accord, and consequently 
numbers of peoplo aro flocking thither. 
Every refugee receives, in pursuance of 
the regulations, eight ‘ko of rice per di 
and eight cash worth of salt and vege- 
tables ; children receive half the amount. 
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Byory fifth day a census is taken and 
distribution made. Medical attendance 
provided for the sick, and medicine is 
ponsed ; the dead are decently  eoflis 

buried at the public expense; and 
midwives are supplied in cases of confine- 
ment, Cotton swaddling-clothes are also 
served out for the new-born children, Two 
‘small dispensaries have been opened ; one 
in the now city at the Ch‘un-ti Sze (temple), 
and the other in the old city at the Mu-lan 
Yuon. ‘There aro altogather four doctors, | 
who go out and visit the people every day, 
dividing the patients between them. Four 
larger dispensaries are established, namely, 
Yuen-chi Chang, Hsieh-mon Chang, San: 
chih Chang, aud Sung-shou ‘Tan ; at each 
of which places ten dispensers or assis 
ts, are stationed, No attention is paid 
as to whether the medicines are cheap or 
dear ; 20 long as the prescriptions bear the 
signature of the doctor, they are im- 
mediately made up. The doctors are also 
authorised to prepare a very comforti 
sort of medicament known as Wen-wei 
Kao, for plasters, a mace weight of which 
in served out for each ticket that is pre- 
seated, Each mun is provided with « 
ticket ; forty thousand tickets have been 
insued for a mace weight each, and sixty 
thousand for half-a-mace, ‘The amount of 
kao served out to each applicant varies 
according to whether the person is strong 
or weak, young or old ; the plaster is put 
upon the breast, and is an excellent cure 
for disouse. Secing that those unfortunate 
Persons are now living outside the city, 
cold and hungry, every family poverty 
atrikon and wretched, having travelled 
over n thousand li, sick from either priva: 
tion or anxiety, ‘these medicaments are 
goud for warming their insides aud putting 
their stomachs in order ; and although the 
gentry aro very ready with ull the assist: 
ango in the power, the mandarins are not 
bohind them in their tender care of the 
poor people. At present tho cry is atill 
they come,” and their numbera are sucl 
that the wei-yuens and tung-sze wrote about 
the dificulty to the Cho-hsien and th 
Cho-fu, asking them to appeal to the Fu- 
to open branch-establishments in Chin-

For the five 
or six hours that the fire existed the dames 
were very imposing. Doors, windows, and 
wooden partitions were turn down from a 
grent many houses, and hose after hose 
were brow ifferent direc 
tions, speedily put out 
the fir that the place where the 
fice originated was candle and paper 
shop.

The Prestnest said—On opening the 
paper that morming he found a long letter 
from Dr. Pichon. Hehad hardly had time to 
go into the figures as he had his business 
to attend to ; but so far as he could make 
out, the whole article referred to the same 
subject which was explained to Dr. Pichon 
at the last meeting, 
into the figures, but found some he could 
not understand and some he could not find 
at all in the books; so he had to give 
up the idea of explaining them that

The Deed of Settlement of the Company 
was registered in 1863, at the French 
Consulate, ‘The Company was formed in 
accorance with a! promulgated on the 
Dr May, 1863, and which has been super 
seded by the law of the 24th July, 1867, 
which governs actnally nearly all the 
financial companies in France. ‘The com- 
plaint which Mr. Pichon lodged against 
me, at the Consulate, was based on that lave; 
but while he looked ‘at the articles of the 
law which satisfied his views, he neglected 
to seo that according to the same law, he, 
Mr. Pichon, was not a Dircetor aud could 
not be a Director. In former years a 
Company of this sort could hot be 
formed under French law, or legally 
exist. without a special ‘authority of 
the Government, The Inw of 1867 gives 
an entire liberty to form new Companies, 
but obliges them to submit to certain rules 
made to protect the interest of the share- 
holders and which are Taid down so plainly 
that everyone can understand them. 

Art, 26 says most distinetly that the 
Directors must be proprietors of a number 
of shares determined by the Deed of Settle- 
ment ; and Art. 31 says that general meet- 
ings which have to discuss changes to be 
drought into the Deed of Settlement are 
only validly constituted when they are com- 
posed of a number of shareholders repre- 
sonting half of the capital of the Company. 
‘When Mr. Pichon was elected Director, 
and no later than five days ago, he was not 
a shareholder; the decision’ which the 
shareholders took in allowing Proxies of 
shareholders to become Directors was illegal 
in itself, but far more so by the fact that, 
at the meeting at which the decision was 
taken (Srd February, 1873), only 297 shares 
were represented.

tinguish [ekin, and Unt the traditional 
diplomacy of the German Minister at 
Peking is all on tho side of condemning 
tho illegality of lekin under any circum: 
stance 

In a Jotter from Count Bernstorif to the 
Barl of Clarendon, 3rd May, 1869, from 
Prussia House, London, that nobleman 
wrote on the subject of lekin, us follows :— 
“The treaty powors certainly have the 
“right of demanding the abolition of the 
“taxes levied contrary to treaty, even 
«without giving anything in retuen ; and 
“they might probably obtain this result 
by common netion,”” 

Ut is reasonable to suppose that this 
“common action,” pointed out by Count 
Bernstor as the best means of gettiv 
rid of Ickin, has beon the one adopted 
by his diplomatic colleague at Peking ; 
und one may all the more expect 
to find that this has been the esse, 
when we recall to mind the strong advo- 
csey given by Me. Hugh Fraser, the 
presont British Chargé d’Affaires, to the 
cause of anti lekin agitation, as it is 
rocorded in the minutes of the Commi 
which discussed the question in 1868. 

No doubt, therefore, the German Mi 
ter hns had the support of the Bri 
Charyé @Affrires in the present con- 
juncture, as well as that of the other 
foreign ministers, with whom ‘ Alpha” in- 
forms us ho has been in consultation ; and 
who all hold strongly according to“ Alpha,” 
that “the levy of Ukin on foreign goods 
“at the ports or olsewhero, whether they 
“are covered by Transit Passes or not, is in 
contravention of the treaties,” 

Lot us hope, then, that the several othei 
important matters which are soon to be 
arranged, will complete the good work 
now in hand, by declaring that lekin is 
illegal throughout the Empire when levied

THE ADDRESS TO MR, MEDHURST. 


Although the presentation of commenda- 
tory addresses to officials leaving Shanghai 
has become rather a fashion of late, and 
the significancy and value of the compli- 
ment have been somewhat reduced ; yet in 
the case of the farewell meeting and ad- 
dress to Mr, Medhurst on Thursday, there 
was a heartiness and reality of feeling mani- 
fest, and a moderation of expression con- 
veying an evident depth of meaning, which 
proved the occasion to be far from a merely 
formal or flattering one. 

Mr. Medhurst’s early training in the 
Chinese language and long acquaintance 
with Chinese affairs, as well as actual 
perience of over 35 years in H.M.'s Civil 
service here, have given him a fitness for 
his office which has been possessed by 
scarcely any other English official in this 
country ; and in the terin of his life here 
and the crises of affairs with which he has 
had to do, he has had frequent need of all 
the qualifications he could bring to his work. 

He seers to have caught somewhat of 
the spirit of his chief, Sir George Balfour, 
—the first occupant of the post now vacated 
by him,—who, when he thought fit, in 
accordance with the treaty, to go into the 
city of Shanghai to reside, and was refused 
by the amandari i going in; 
and when they replied that no one should 
rent hin a house, he said he was a soldier 
and would pitch his tent the : 

‘This firm stand, at the beginning, casily 
opened the city of Shanghai, and tho

prestige of it hus no doubt ever since been 
of benefit to foreigners residing here. Since 
the days of this first Consul, there have 
been four other foreigners of place and 
power, who scem to have as well understood 
‘the character of Chinese mandarins and the 
right way of dealing with them, viz: Lord 
Elgin, Sir Harry Parkes, Mr. John Ross 
Brown, and last, but by no means least, 
Mr. W. H. Medhust. His prompt and 
resolute and thoroughgoing conduct of the 
very difficult Yang-chow affair, mentioned 
in ‘the address, will always’ stand out 
prominent among governmental transac- 
tions in China, as showing the knowledge 
of Chinese mandarins, sound sense, stern 
stuff, and sturdy manhood of the Consul 
who conducted it —who conducted it 
alone, and with great odds against him, 
being left to himself, deserted at the critical 
moment by the naval ofticer (of notoriety, 
but not fame) who, having escorted him to 
the point of action, forsook him in his hour 
of eed. When we add to this the 
severe handling, almost to the point of 
cashiering, which he received from_ the 
home Government, and yet feel convinced 
that his course was the true one and the 
necessary one, and the only safe one, we 
feel also that it is not flattery to express 
in strong terms our grateful appreciation 
of such a valuable service rendered to 
foreign residents in China, 

And it is noteworthy, too, that the feature 
of this caso which met with especial dis- 
favour, was that those in whose defence he 
acted were missionaries, whose zeal possibly 
had transgressed the limits of discretion. 
But Mr, Medhurst saw nothing in the ease 
but that they were British subjects, upon 
whom outrages had been committed in 
violation of right ; and he, as their rightiul 
protector, had the wrong repaired. Of such 
an_ officer, the British Government and 
British subjects may well be proud, and 
though he finishes his official eareer without 
aprefix or an aftix to his name, he will carry 
in his heart the consciousness of duty 
done in difficulty, as well as the hearty 
appreciation of his course, and respect for 
himself, of his fellow residents in 

Suasonu. 





























NARROW ESCAPE FROM SHIPWRECK OF THE 
‘M.B.S.8. ‘TOKIO MAR 

Mr. J. Hingston, of Melbourne, 9 
pasenger by the Zokio Marx, which 
roxcled here yesterday from Yokolume 
and Nagasaki, has shewn us a sketch of 
the perilous position of that vessel for 
between three aud four hours on some 
rocks off the Island of Otata, about 30 
miles distant from Nagasaki, Ue says:— 
“T joined the at Kobe and went 
down the inland sea in her. The captain 
(F. Dum) was so careful during the two 
days of this intricate passrye that he took 
his meals on deck. On the evening of the 
second, the 14th, the weather yot very foul 
and wintry, Only four of the passengers 
(we had over two hundr ye to the 
saloon table, 1 was anuble to do so, and 
felt so qualmish that I retired at 7 p.m.

(Sinpao. ) 
We have received aletter from Ts'ing-Huai 
to the following effect :—Tliere are now about 
seventy or eighty thousand suffering refuge 
or about Ts‘ing-kiang, and arrivals are taking 
Ince daily. ‘they all speak with a strong 
Biautung oF Hupeh brogue, The mandaring 
and their assistants are greatly put about by 
their uambers ; but they are using the most 
indefatigable endeavours in distributing the 
necessary assistance, only fearing that their 
resources will come to an end toosoon. ‘They 
ngly communicated urgently with 
and gentry of Kao-yu Pao-ying, 
Yen-ch’en, Fou-lin and other chou and helen, 
asking them to provide work and wages for 
the refugees, in the way of building houses, 
and what not. In the first place, the refugeos 
would then have a roof to cover them ; in tho 
second place, the authorities would have the 
benefit of their services. As far as private 
duals are concerned, there woult be uo 
to ask them for ‘mubscriptions ; from 
a public point of view, the expenses would 
then bedistributed, ‘To do this would be even 
to excel the measures adopted in times of yore, 
We now hear it reported that in the neighbour- 
hood of these chou and sien, and Hai, ‘T'ang, 
i -three chang in all—have in- 
tuted works; the carrying of mud away 
from the river-locks, that the water may flow 
freely, the mending and making of public 
roads and bridges, and soon, Wien this was 
first commenced, the fung-sze informed the an- 
thorities how many of the refugees would bo 
required, and opened a record-book, in w 
the namés of all the employés were inscribed, 
id the labour which each man had accom:

"The procession was nearly three miles long. 
‘The route chosen was upwards of six miles in 
length. Royal salutes were fired on the ar- 
val and departure from the station, also on 
rival at the Imperial tent. ‘The procession 
took nearly four hours en rowe, 

Regiments of cavalry and infantry and 
batteries of artillery lined the route nearly 
the whole way. At various points of the 
route, the retinues of the native chiefs were 
drawn up, consisting of troops, with numerous 
elephants and camels, forming very 
picturesque groups. Many of ‘the lepbants 

javing gorgeous trappings a splendid effect 
was profuced, It inestinated tbata thousand 
elephants tooke part in the spectacle. 

‘There was an immense concourse of specta- 
tom throughoud the route, lt probably the 
largest was round the Jumna Musjid, where 
the cromd was intensly dense. 

‘This was also the case in Chandnee Chowk, 
which was oceasionally prettily decorated, but 
the many-coloured costumes of the native 
crowd on the roofs and verandahs of the 
Houses “rendered the decorations almost 
useless,

On alighting at Delhi terminus yesterday, 
the Viceroy spoke as follows :-—

It is with feelings of unusual pleasure that 
Tfind you here assembled from all parts of 
India, to take part in a ceremonial which, I 
trust, will be the means of drawing still closer 
the bonds of union between the Government 
of Her Majesty and the great Allies aud 
Feudatories of the Empire. 

T thank you for the cordiality with which 
you have responded to my invitation, and I 
trust that the close of our proceedings will 
confirm the auspicious character of their 
commencement, 

Accept my hearty welcome to Delhi.”
